“Volunteering for RSVP fills the 


basic need to be needed,” Major 
said. “It also is unique because it 
allows seniors to serve the com- 
munity, instead of them being 
served by the community. It’s the 
only older persons’ program that 
does that without pay.”’ 

National studies show RSVP 
volunteers live longer bécause of 
the service they have given, Major 
said. 

“RSVP volunteers have learned 
successful strategies for living,” 
she said. “They have a reason to 
get up in the morning.” 

RSVP, one of BAC’s. Programs 
and Services-for Older Persons, 
places persons age 60 and older in 
volunteer opportunities in public 
and private not-for-profit agencies 
and organizations. RSVP is funded 
by the federal agency ACTION

“The Culex do not fly very far 
from where they are hatched,” he 
said, ‘‘so if you are bitten by one in 
your own yard, there’s a good 
chance it was hatched nearby.” 

He advised Illinoisans to 
remove from their yards any con- 
tainers which might collect even 
very small amounts of water.
